dlsmUsul of C. H. Kuu-'.all. steward 
at the Ohio penitetitiarj .aud W. P. 
Miller, financial otllcor of the Colum 
bus state hospital, on charnes of e* 
travaKaijPc In buying meat and fish, 
were the llrst results of an exhaus- 
tive probe Into the imrehaHing of 
supplies for state institutions, which 
the Ohio board of administration an 
nouuced It had begun pieparatory to 
taking the purchase of supplies into 
Its ov>n hands. 


In explanation of the board's action 


Allen 
\V. 
Thunnan. its president, 


stated that tho boaid, after a thor- 
ough Investigation, had decided that 
both Kaudall aud Miller, in buying 
food supplies, had not only paid more 
than the goods were \\oith. but had 
not prevented the sellers fiom deliv- 
ering loss goods than they were paid 
for. 


Steward C. ft. Randall of the peni- 


tentiary announced he would demand 
a hearing before the state board be- 
fore resigning, as demanded bj War- 
den Jones. The warden made his do- 
mand at the instance ot the board. 


Steward W. P. Miller of the state 


hospital resigned 'as ordered. 
Super- 


intendent Gilllam said he had no 
doubt as to Mr. Miller's peiiional hon- 
esty, but ho doubted the .wisdom of 
the terms of the llsh contract he 
had made. 


"\Ve found." said President Thur- 


man, "that Randall was paying 8 
cents a pound for flsJi whl:h could 
have been bought for 3Va cents a 
pound. 
We alfco found that all his 


orders for 
llsh called for 1.150 


pounds, whereas 750 pounds wore 
sulllcient. 


"\Ve found that the fish used at the 


Insane hospital was actually costing 
the state 12'/t cents a pound through 
a system of weighing «,hst Steward 
Miller permitted. He permuted them 
to add 10 per cent to the weight be- 
cause the lish \\ere dressed and an- 
other 15 per cent because the back- 
bone and heads had been removed. 
In this way thc state was paying for 
about S50 pounds of fish in each or- 
der when it actually received only 
about 650 pounds.- 


The meat buying at the peniten- 


tiary didn't look right to the board i 
and its Investigation 
disclosed the

smoked shoulder at 13V4 cents, etc. 


"To say the leabt this was a very 


loose system of buying." said Presi 
dent Thunnan. 
"We found, too, that 


the state, was paving an average of 
1 cent a 'pound more for the meat 
that It would have paid in '.he open 
market. 


"We have reason to believe. that 


similar loose methods in buying exist 
In other state institutions, and wo 
are going to make a thorough Inves- 
tigation," said President Thurman.
